ificulty haa been, and still -is, 
Within’ the last few 
years great reductions hive Leen made 
In several provinces and the strength 
“of the Lik ying, even on paper, is much 
“below tho regulation standard. Most 
of the provincial authorities have de- 
clared, in answer ‘to repeated calls for 
reductivn of expenditure, that the forces 
at their disposal have already. been re- 
duced to the lowest point compatible 
with the sufety of their juriedictions. 
For instance, the’ Governor of Kiongai, 
writing 8 years ago, says “ tho provincial 
army ought to consist of 22,400 regulars, 
~but‘as a matter of fact the number has 
been reduced to 11,000 and their pay is 
so small that. they cannot ba rendered 
efficient.” It has therefore been neces- 
sary to employ itregulars for operations 
berond the fiontior but the difficulty of 
raising funds for the maintenance of the 
forces increases day by day. He there- 
fore proposes to disband a certain. vum- 
ber of the irregulara and form four new 
regiments of ‘picked men_ from the dis- 
banded corps, 7 
To view ofa possible collision with 
~ France the authorities of Canton, Nan- 
kin and other places are endeavouring 
ato revive the local tiain-band system. 
Two. characteristic proclamations have 
recently been issued by the former, ‘onc 
addressed to the people of tho waritine 
districts, the other to tho fishermen and 
floating population, ‘They ara exhorted 
to combine to form i body of local 
volunteers fur self defence in case of 
foreign invasion and to subscribe funds 
for the necessary exponses,’ [t does not 
appear that the authorities aro to sup- 
ply them with armsor ammunition, but, 
to stimulate their zeal, large rewards arc 
offered if they can capture on eneay's 
ship or blow one up with torpedoes. 
‘Their duties aro defined o9 sentinels or 
uardions of tho peace, befure hostilities 
freak out, and after hostilities onsue 
they are to co-operate for the defence of 
towns, to guard the harloura nud critical | 
points, to cut oft'the enemy’s communica- 
tions, to harass him inthe rear, and so 
forth,—all with a.siew to saving military 
expstditare, “Mixed up with enlogiuins 
“on the:toyalty’ of the people there are 
denunciations of traitors in the camp, 
ond. threats” of immedinte decapitation 
on all who hold any communication with 
the enemy, suppyy him with provistons, 
and so forth. ‘Eixpedients of this nature 
might answer will enaugh ognivst the 
inroads of an ubarmed hordo of rcbels, 
but as against Europenn. troops they 
would ba of small avnil. Supposing a 
French army to be really landed. in the 
‘Canton province. petty pa Aiea of 
the kind suggested would simply subject 
the villagers to summary retaliation. 
The best advice the suthorities could 
give the.poople, in oventy of active hos- 
tilities, would bo to riaiu.quiet ant 
let the troops fight it out. It is another 
’ proof of the uapreparedness of the coun- 
try for war that ats highest authorities 
should attach so much importance ‘to 
such feeblo- means.
